A Rhubarb Grows 
In Washington 


For the last two months there has been 
a disturbance in Washington (state) 
racing circles. 

It began on July 19, when Rover Bill. 
a 3-year-old colt owned by H. A. Arm- 
strong. prominent Washington breeder. 
and trained by John Kindred. finished 
sixth in the Speed Handicap at Long- 
acres race track, near Seattle, Wash. One 
week earlier, Rover Bill had equaled the 
track record in taking the Bremerton 
Handicap. 

Late on the afternoon of July 19. Joe 
Boyce, a groom employed by Mr. Arm- 
strong. stepped into Rover Bill’s stall to 
remove an empty feed bucket. A sponge 
was on the bottom of the bucket. The 
Longacres stewards asked the Thorough- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau to investi- 
gate. The TRPB investigated and issued 
report which stated: 

“A thorough investigation into the al- 
leged sponging of the horse Rover Bill 
and an analysis of the sponge has proved 


conclusively that the horse was not 
sponged. 
“Dr. Charles Larson of Tacoma, an 


outstanding authority of such cases, re- 
ported that three tests were made of the 


sponge. Dr. Larson said that tests for 
nasal hair, nasal tissue, and nasal cells 
were all negative, He said that the sponge 
could not have been in the horse’s nostril.” 


The report cited several other au- 
thorities who reported negative findings, 
and concluded: 

“The investigation into the betting on 
the ninth race of July 19, in which Rover 
Bill ran, fails to indicate anything unusual. 
In fact. all angles of investigation fail to 
indicate in any way that the horse was 
sponged.” 

On Sunday. August 2. the Washington 
Racing Commission held a meeting at 
the Longacres track. The stewards sub- 
mitted a report, and all three agreed 
that there was no evidence of foul play. 
The commission refused to accept the re- 
port, and ordered the stewards to file a 
new report at the next week’s meeting. 

A week later. two of the stewards, Noel 
Chilcutt and Dorsett V. Graves. again 
said there was no evidence of misdoing. 
John Maiben, who had been appointed a 
few days before as steward to represent 
the Washington Horse Racing Commis- 
sion. changed his mind during the week. 
He said that there was sufficient evidence 
to suspend Kindred, Chairman William 
Fitzgerald, who also holds the position of 
fire chief of Seattle. and commissioner 
Frank Christman accepted this minority 
report, with commissioner William Weitz- 
man dissenting. 
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The next week, Maiben changed his 
mind again. The three stewards again 
agreed that there was no evidence against 
Kindred. But the suspension stuck. 


Suspension is not the exact word to 
describe Kindred’s present status. The 
Commission denied Kindred the privileges 
of the grounds for the duration of the 
Longacres meeting. However, if the stew- 
ards at Playfair or any other track accept 
his application for a license, he will be 
eligible to race again. 

This is the second yes-no ruling the 
commission has handed down. Jockey J. 
D. Porter’s suspension was lifted on the 
provision that he never ride again in the 
State of Washington. 

The Kindred case has attracted consid- 
erable attention in Seattle. The Post-In- 
telligencer has defended the commission. 
Clio Hogan, editor of The Washington 
Horse, monthly publication of the Wash- 
ington Horse Breeders Association, has 
led a vehement attack upon both the com- 
mission and its policies. 

Chairman Fitzgerald recently was quoted 
as saying that the post of commissioner 
is a “thankless job.” In the September 
issue of The Washington Horse, Hogan 
reports on Fitzgerald’s finances to illus- 
trate how thankless the job has been for 
Seattle’s fire chief. There is a staff of four 
to assist the racing commission. Two of 
these are Fitzgerald’s relatives and one

is the wife of his secretary, Hogan claims. 

Hogan points out that in addition to 
the salaries the group has received. sub- 
sistence has proved quite a profitable side- 
line. Hogan’s story includes the following: 

“Fitzgerald drew $441 in subsistence 
during the 1950 racing season at Long- 
acres, This represents a 63-day period at 
$7 per day. Upon a warning from the 
Auditor’s office, Fitzgerald ceased to ac- 
cept subsistence at Longacres. .. . 


“Mrs. Inez Crowley (wife of Fitzger- 
Mald’s secretary) draws a yearly salary of 
$4,200. In addition to this stipend she 
Mm drew $518 in subsistence during the Long- 
Macres season of 1950 and $496 in sub- 
Mcistence in 1951. Mrs. Crowley’s residence 
is in Seattle.” 


Hogan says the State law is specific in 
regard to the payment of subsistence, To 
be eligible for subsistence, an employee 
may be “away from home” for the 24-hour 

period for which subsistence is claimed. 
He continues: 

“Mrs. Florence Lungdahl, Fitzgerald’s 
daughter, is on the payroll six months of 
the year at $225 per month. But her sub- 
sistence in 1950 amounted to $476 and in 
1951 it came to $532. 

“George Doyle (Fitzgerald’s brother-in- 
law) receives $25 per day and, to be sure. 
he also received his $7 per day subsistence 
which amounted to $574 in 1950 and $569 
in 1951 for the Longacres meeting. His 
home is also reported to be in Seattle.” 


FRANCASAL CASE ARRESTS 


Scotland Yard has arrested four men 
accused of engineering the Francasal ring- 
er case at Bath race course in England. 
The fix involved substituting a good horse 
for a poor one and then cutting the tele- 
phone wires so that off-course bookmakers 
were unable to lay off the money at the 
track. 

The men arrested were Maurice Wil- 
liams, a London wallpaper merchant who 
is listed as owner of both of the horses 
involved in the fix, William Rook, a horse 
owner, and Gomer Charles and Harry 
Kateley, both bookmakers. All were 
charged with conspiracy to defraud.

The Thoroughbred Club of America, 
whose testimonial dinner in honor of Ed- 
ward Riley Bradley in the fall of 1932 
turned into an annual institution for hon- 
oring leaders in racing, decided this year 
that the full membership of the club 
should be consulted before the guest of 
honor was named, Last week directors of 
the club sat down to appraise the results 
of the balloting and announced that Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt would be the honored 
guest at the 22nd annual testimonial 
dinner, 

They announced at the same time that 
the dinner, for club members and their 
male guests, would be held the evening 
of Thursday, October 22 (two days before 
the Breeders’ Futurity), in the new dining 
room in the grandstand at Keeneland Race 
Course; that Walter Wellesley (Red) 
Smith will be toastmaster; that the Rever- 
end Leslie R. Smith will deliver the invoca- 
tion; and that cocktails will be served at 
7:15 and dinner at 8 o’clock. 

In its earlier years the testimonial din- 
ner was accepted by the guest of honor as 
a forum for a constructive message on the 
state of Thoroughbred racing. In recent 


Hyears the occasion frequently has been 


more “social,” and the guest at the head 
table has acknowledged the honor briefly 
and sat down to watch the floor show. The 
selection of Alfred Vanderbilt strongly 


Hsuggests a return to the earlier pattern: 


he will almost certainly have serious and 
constructive remarks to make on the sub- 
ject of American racing and breeding. 
Vanderbilt’s life has been virtually dedi- 
cated to racing. He owned his first winner 
at the age of 15. He left college after a 
year and a half because he had already 
decided where his interests lay. For the 
last twenty years, since he inherited his 
father’s millions and received his mother’s 
tracing stable and Sagamore Farm as a 
gift for his 21st birthday (he was born 
September 22, 1912), he has given person- 


al attention to his horses and has left the 


management of his other interests mostly 
in the hands of others. 

The 20 years during which he has oper- 
ated Sagamore Farm in Maryland and 
traced in his own name have been rich in 
experience. Except for his wartime Navy 
service, 1942 to 1945, his connection with 
tacing has been varied and intimate. For 


several years he did his own training, with- 
out official status as trainer. At the age 
of 25 he became the youngest member of 
The Jockey Club. Before the intervention 
of World War II he was president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club (Pimlico) and the 
Westchester Racing Association (Belmont 
Park). Under him both institutions were 
livened, and at Pimlico he set up an am- 
bitious program of a stakes race every 
day. For two years, ending in December, 
1952, he was president of the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations, and during his 
tenure visited all the member tracks, 

In his earlier years as a breeder and 
owner in his own name he kept a huge 
stable at terrific expense. His one out- 
standing runner in the 1930’s was Dis- 
covery, which he bought from Mereworth 
Farm as a 2-year-old. Other good ones 
included Good Gamble, Hindu Queen, 
Now What (dam of Next Move), Speed 
to Spare, Identify, Heelfly, Postage Due, 
etc. Later, and especially after the war, 
he culled his breeding stock carefully, re- 
duced the size of his operation, and im- 
proved its quality, Recently his racing 
stable has ranked second only to Calumet 
Farm, and has included the top-class mares 
Next Move and Bed o’ Roses, the gray 
champion Native Dancer, and numerous 
other high-class horses. 

As a_ single-handed contribution to 
racing, Vanderbilt established and main- 
tained the Sagamore Press as sponsor for 
the publication of the annual American 
Race Horses, written at first by John L. 
Hervey and later by Joe H. Palmer.

ALFRED GWYNNE VANDERBILT 


Familiar with almost every phase of 
racing and breeding, Vanderbilt already 
has qualified as one of the most construc- 
tive and most articulate critics of the 
sport.

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A Great Victorian 


William Woodward, one of the great 
figures in the history of American racing, 
died on the morning of Saturday, Septem- 
ber 26, at his home in New York City, at 
the age of 77. His health began to decline 
several years ago, and his condition grad- 
ually worsened. He had been seriously ill 
for several weeks. 

Born April 7, 1876, in New York City, 
Mr. Woodward was acquainted with racing 
before he had reached his teens. When he 
was a boy he was allowed to accompany 
his father each year for several years to 
see the running of the Belmont Stakes, 
and he often recalled the memory of Sir 
Dixon’s victory in 1888. He was gradu- 
ated from Groton, Harvard College, and 
Harvard Law School, and his first employ- 
ment after finishing law school in 1901 
was as a secretary to Joseph Choate, U. S. 
ambassador in London. During his service 
there he made frequent visits to Newmar- 
ket and Ascot and gained a lasting fond- 
ness for English racing. 

Not long after his return in 1903 to 
America, where racing was beginning to 
feel the effects of more and more strin- 
gent legislation, Mr. Woodward bought 
three Thoroughbred broodmares, at an 
average price, as he said later, of about 
$50, and a broken-legged stallion named 
Capt. Hancock for about $300. Aile d’Or, 
foaled in 1906, was the first winner he 
bred; she was by Capt. Hancock out of 
Charemma, and later became the dam of 
Lion d’Or, his first stakes winner (To- 
boggan Handicap, 1920). Lion d’Or was 
by Heno, the first stallion to stand at 
Belair Stud under Woodward’s ownership. 

Belair, a historic 3,000-acre estate which 
had begun its contributions to American 
Thoroughbred breeding before the Revolu- 
tion, came into the possession of Mr. 
Woodward in 1910, upon the death of his 
uncle, James T. Woodward, from whom 
he also inherited a controlling interest 
in New York City’s Hanover National 
Bank. He had joined the bank’s staff in 
1903 and served as its vice president. He 
became president after his uncle’s death. 

It was not until the first World War 
that his thoughts turned seriously to Thor- 
oughbred breeding. One day he noticed 
an announcement of a sale of stock to be 
held in Paris the next day. He cabled a 
French friend who, for a total of something 
like $5,000, bought him five mares, all 
daughters of the unbeaten Ajax. The war 
prevented their immediate shipment, and 
they did not arrive in the U. S. until 1919, 
then needed a year to recover from their 
privation. 

One of the mares, La Belle Aventure, 
was washed overboard and drowned in the 
Atlantic. The other four were *La Flam- 
bee, *Parthenis, *La Delivrance, and 


*Mousse de Bois. These, along with an- 
other French-bred filly, *Filante, which 
he purchased as a yearling at Saratoga, 
became the first foundations of his later 
successes as a breeder. 


For years the Belair Stud sold a part 
of its yearling crop by auction at Sara- 
toga. At first it sold better ones than it 
kept. Peanuts and Little Chief were the 
best of the earlier Woodward breeding to 
distinguish themselves in other colors, and 
later Petee-Wrack, Marguerite’s first foal, 
was disposed of by auction. 


Almost at the beginning of his career 
as a breeder Mr. Woodward associated 
himself with Arthur B. Hancock, owner of 
Claiborne Farm in Kentucky and Ellerslie 
Farm in Virginia, and established the prac- 
tice of keeping his mares at Claiborne 
and moving the weanlings each year to 
Belair. Gradually, by culling and recruit- 


ing, he strengthened his stud until it be. 
came the dominant force in American 
breeding. 


One of the strokes which helped to make 
it so was Mr. Woodward’s share in the 
syndicate which in 1925 arranged the pur- 


chase and importation of *Sir Gallahad | 


III, a good French runner whose success 
in the stud at Claiborne inspired the im- 


portation of his sire *Teddy, his brothers | 


*Bull Dog and *Quatre Bras II, his sister : 
and his half. 


*Marguerite de Valois, 
brother *Bel Aethel. 


From *Sir Gallahad III’s first American 
crop of foals Mr. Woodward bred Gallant 


Fox, the biggest winner ($328,165) ever — 


and the stakes-winning Flying Gal, which 


went to England and became one of his 7 


to carry the red-dotted Woodward silks, © 


best broodmares. Gallant Fox won the — 
American triple crown in 1930, and his © 
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son Omaha followed suit in 1935. Gallant 
Fox’s full brother Fighting Fox, though 
he missed the classics, became one of the 
best runners of his time. Happy Gal, by 
*Sir Gallahad III, was the best 2-year-old 
filly of 1932; Vagrancy, another daughter, 
distinguished herself at three in 1942, and 
later became the dam of Black Tarquin, 
one of the several top-class runners trained 
in England for Mr, Woodward. 

Altogether the master of Belair bred 
more than ninety stakes winners in the 
U. S. and Europe, among them *Flambette 
and Nancy Lee (foaled in 1918), Little 
Chief (1919), Aga Khan and Priscilla 
Ruley (1921), Marconi, Peanuts, and 
Quatrain (1922), Gaffsman (1923), Flam- 
bino (1924), Petee-Wrack (1925), Flying 
Gal, Gallant Fox, Ned O., and The Scout 
(1927), Sir Andrew (1928), Faireno 
(1929), Happy Gal (1930), *Alcazar and 
Vicar (1931), Ann O’Ruley, Omaha, Vic- 
aress, and *Boswell (1932), Flares. Gran- 
ville, and *Isolater (1933), Fighting Fox 
(1935), Foxbrough and *Hypnotist II 
(1936), Fenelon (1937), Apache and Va- 
grancy (1939), Bossuet (1940). *Hycilla, 
Thread 0’ Gold, and Vienna (1941), Bon- 
nie Beryl and Hypnotic (1943), Black Tar- 
quin (1945), Lone Eagle and Shackleton 
(1946), Prince Simon (1947), Vulcania 
(1948). and Sabette (1950). 


The most successful horse he purchased 
and raced was Johnstown, bought privately 
from A. B. Hancock. With Johnstown he 
won the Kentucky Derby (1939) for the 
third time in a decade, and the Belmont 
Stakes for the fifth time. He had _ pre- 


| viously won the Belmont with four home- 


bred colts, Gallant Fox, Faireno, Omaha, 
Granville. He bred five fillies to win the 
Alabama Stakes at Saratoga: Priscilla 
Ruley, Vagrancy. Vienna, Hypnotic. and 
the 1953 winner Sabette. 

Two stakes he was never able to win 
were the Futurity at Belmont Park and 
the English Derby. In 1947 his Whirling 


| Fox was second to Citation in the Fu-

More than any other American breeder, 


+ Mr. Woodward patterned his stud for the 


production of good horses capable of run- 


} ning classic distances. He preferred big, 
strapping, 


long-muscled horses which 
looked as if they could run “from here to 
the Rocky Mountains,” and over a period 


of twenty years, except during the second 


World War, he selected some of his best 


s yearlings and sent them to be trained in 


England by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. He 


| also bred a considerable number of horses 
} in England. Among his successful runners 


there were The Scout, Sir Andrew, the ex- 
cellent stayer *Alcazar, Perifox, Fox- 


S brough (brother to Gallant Fox), the 
} Oaks winner *Hycilla, the St. Leger win- 


ners *Boswell and Black Tarquin, and 
Prince Simon. He narrowly missed the 


Ascot Gold Cup with Omaha and Black 
Tarquin, and won it in 1938 with Flares. 

Always possessed of a keen eye for 
horses, Mr. Woodward got his first Eng- 
lish classic winner as a result of picking 
out a good-looking filly which he saw from 
a distance as he and Captain Boyd-Roch- 
fort were driving through the English 
countryside one day. His trainer bought 
the filly for him and in 1933, under the 
name of Brown Betty, she won the One 
Thousand Guineas. 

William Woodward’s influence was not 
confined to his long record of success as 
a breeder and owner, He was elected to 
The Jockey Club in 1917, and was chair- 
man of its board of stewards from 1930 
until January, 1950, when he was _ suc- 
ceeded by George D. Widener. He called 
himself a Victorian, and always dressed, 
spoke, and otherwise behaved himself with 
the reserve, dignity, conservatism, and 
authority the term implied. He honored 
the older traditions of racing, and though 
he accepted change he rarely raised a 
voice in favor of it. He did not like the 
introduction of mutuel betting in New 
York, and, after it came, insisted upon 
admission fees high enough to discourage 
those he considered not able to afford 
the, luxury of betting. When he was guest 
of honor at the Thoroughbred Club’s testi- 
monial dinner in 1935, his answer to the 
charge that the rules of racing were old- 
fashioned was, “Thank God they are.” 


In the same speech he suggested to “my 
English friends” that they “seriously con- 
sider the recognition of our stud book in 
its entirety, not for any selfish reason of 
my own, but for the sake of the Thorough- 
bred.” In his Gimerack Club address in 
1949 he took the same message directly 
to his English friends. For many years he 
and his horses served as effective ambassa- 
dors in England, until finally both the 
French and English stud books took down 
the bars they had erected in 1913. 


Mr. Woodward was a member of the 
Jockey Club in England and of the So- 
ciete d’Encouragement in France. One of 
his hobbies was the collection of fine 
sporting paintings, and his portraits of 
noted horses of the past were among the 
finest in the world. 


In 1904 Mr. Woodward was married to 
Elizabeth Ogden Cryder, one of the “fa- 
mous” Cryder triplets, who unobtrusively 
shared with him his long interest in the 
Thoroughbred. Besides Mrs. Woodward, 
he is survived by a son, William, and four 
daughters, Mrs. Edith Bancroft, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Pratt, Mrs. Sarah Sewell, and Mrs. 
Ethel De Croisset, 

In the last quarter-century Mr. Wood- 
ward gradually had put aside his connec- 
tions with banking and other business. 
When the Hanover bank was merged with 
the Central Union Trust Company in 1929, 
he became chairman of the board of the 
new organization. the Central Hanover 
Bank and Trust Company. In 1933 he was 
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made honorary chairman, and he remained 
a trustee until 1951. He was at one time 
a director of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York and president of the New York 
Clearing House. At his death he was still 
a director of 'the United Shoe Machinery 
Company of Boston and of the Birming- 
ham Realty Company in Alabama. 

The future of the Belair Stud as such 
probably will not be clear until the will 
is read. At his death Mr. Woodward owned 
the stallions Apache, Black Tarquin, 
Fighting Fox, *Hypnotist II, and Prince 
Simon, all of which he bred and raced, 
and he had shares in *Ambiorix and 
*Nasrullah. He had about 25 mares at 
Claiborne Farm, among them Dancing 
Dora, *Hycilla, Hypnotic, Marguery, 
*Moon Star, Segula, Vagrancy, and Vul- 
cania, In the U. S. his best runner this 
year has been the Alabama Stakes winner 
Sabette, which, like his other winners here 
for thirty years, was saddled by James 
Fitzsimmons. In England, as usual, he 
had some horses in training at Captain 
Boyd-Rochfort’s Freemason Lodge. 


Count de Chambure 


The Count de Chambure, who died of 
a heart attack in Paris September 26, was 
a prominent breeder and owner of Thor- 
oughbreds in France, Among his best 
known runners were the 1947 Prix de 
Diane winner Montenica and Verso II, 
winner of the 1943 Prix du Jockey Club, 
also winner of the Grand Prix de Deau- 
ville and Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 


John A. Beach 


John A. Beach, president of the Equine 
Pharmaceutical Corporation, manufac- 
urers of EPCHO vitamin and mineral feed 
supplements for horses, died of a heart 
attack September 22 in New York. 

Mr. Beach was a frequent visitor at 
breeding farms and sales throughout the 
country. A native of Newport, R. I., he was 
a resident of California a number of years 
and it was while he was on the West Coast 
that he took over the Equine Pharmaceu- 
tical Corporation. Several years ago he 
moved the company headquarters to New 
York. 

The firm will continue and for the pres- 
ent Miss Elsa P. Thern will be in charge 
of the New York office. 


David A. Liecht 


Jockey David A. Liecht died in a 
Columbus, Ohio, hospital September 21 
from injuries received the same day at | 
Beulah Park race track, near Columbus. 

Liecht was injured when his mount 
stumbled and threw him into the path of 
oncoming horses. Apparently a hoof struck 
him in the head. 

Liecht had been a rider at various Ohio 
tracks for the last five years, Funeral 
services were held at Muncie, Ind., his 
home town. 
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Hormones Don't Increase Speed; 


They Do Not Cause Sterility

The articles on vitamins and hormones, 
as they appeared recently in the Morning 
Telegraph and Tue Bioop-Horse, are not 
based on sound scientific facts. Qualifica- 
tions of the persons discussing this subject 
are to be questioned. Specialists in the 
field. of nutrition. endocrinology, medicine, 
or. veterinary medicine would hesitate to 
discuss such a subject without more proven 
facts and less supposition. 

The suggestion that vitamins or hor- 
mones could be used to ‘stimulate a horse 
to run faster than he normally can is 
definitely wrong and without foundation. 
To believe that the hormone testosterone 
will stop a mare from “horsing” is mis- 
leading. To think that. if testosterone is 
administered to a filly during her racing 
career. it will stop her from breeding, is 
wrong. 

There has been no published research 
to prove that vitamins or hormones will 
stimulate a horse to run faster. If such 
work has been done, it has not reached the 
attention of the medical profession, so that 
in theory or practice, it could be chal- 
lenged. The proper research by qualified 
persons presents to the medical profession 
a challenge to prove that such discoveries 
are either right or wrong. This also applies 
to the hormone situation in the breeding 
industry. 

Many progressive veterinarians prac- 
ticing in the specialized field of Thorough- 
bred medicine and surgery know that vita- 
mins and hormones are an integral part 
of their practice. The constant use and 
application of the various vitamins and 
hormones gives the practicing veterinarian 
a better knowledge of these two factors 
than those not using them. It is positively 
not true that vitamins or hormones will 
increase the speed of a horse, no matter 
how or when they are given, or in what 
dosage. Realizing this is a positive state- 
ment, I am prepared to defend it. 

So few fillies receive testosterone at the 
race track that its use is of no conse- 
quence. Those that have received testos- 
terone (and I am willing to cite cases) 
have excellent breeding records to date. 

It is only logical to assume that the 
general health of a horse in racing should 
in some way be directly proportioned to 
the future breeding record. If vitamins 
and hormones can be used to restore a 
balance of health while racing, then why 
should the breeding capacities be less- 
ened? 

It is not uncommon for a practicing vet- 
erinarian, at the race track, to administer 
hormones or vitamins in his daily routine

5. The article also quoted opinions at 
variance with his. The following notes 
were provoked by the dissenting opinions. 
Dr. Wright has had a long experience with 
race horses, as exercise boy, groom, and 
veterinarian. He attended the University 
of Kentucky, was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania Veterinary School, 
has specialized in practice among Thor- 
oughbreds at the race track, and has been 
in charge of breeding at the Helis Stock 
Farm in New Jersey. 


practice. There are many different kinds 
of hormones and many different vitamins. 
The rigors of training and racing (accent- 
uating on speed by breeding) have in- 
creased the nutritional requirements of 
many horses. With this stepped-up rate of 
activity, it is essential and necessary to 
supply some horses with sufficient nutri- 
ents and hormonal balance to satisfy their 
individual requirements. Proteins, fats, 
carbohydrates, minerals, and vitamins are 
so essential that you cannot survive without 
a sufficient quantity and quality. 

Vitamins, being the most fragile of 
horse foodstuffs, are easily lost in the pro- 
cessing of hay and grain. So what is 
wrong with a supplementary diet, or in 
some instances injecting vitamins, to give 
certain horses a chance at normal exis- 
tence while living a synthetic life at the 
race track? What happens if you give too 
much vitamins (all but four are water- 
soluble)? Nature takes care of this by 
rapid elimination from the body—with no 
harm done. 

The nervous strain that goes on with 
the exacting monotony of a horse’s train- 
ing and racing schedule is not a minor 
matter. Some horses just cannot take it 
without supplemental vitamins or _hor- 
mones to keep them normal. A deficiency 
in these naturally occurring factors must 
be supplemented in some way. 

Hormones and vitamins were discovered 
as important vital factors in our everyday 
life. The good that has resulted in these 
discoveries is not to be condemned. Each 
phase of animal industry openly recog- 
nizes the value of hormones and vitamins 
in the progress they have made in recent 
years. Is the horse basically so much dif- 
ferent? If so, why aren’t our research 
foundations giving us the answer? 

It might be well at this time to discuss 
the current hormones and criticism, name- 


ly, ACTH, lipo-adrenal cortex, adrenalin, 
and testosterone. 


ACTH is a pituitary hormone which 
stimulates the adrenal cortex (physiolog. 
ically, not pathologically) to secrete its 
full spectrum of hormones. In humans, | 
dramatic results have occurred in the treat. 
ment of over forty diseased conditions by 
using ACTH. With this great advancement, 
scientists and medical men have catalogued 
the contraindications of this potent hor. 
mone. Consequently treatment with ACTH 
is becoming relatively common and safe 
in the hands of qualified persons. 

Millions of people have received treat. 
ment with ACTH, cortisone and _ lipo. 
adrenal cortex, Approximately eight mil- 
lion people in America have diseases that © 
will be treated with one of these hormones, 
Yet there are no indications of these hor. 
mones causing sterility in the male or 
female. True. some psychic or euphoric 
reaction has occurred in rare instances in 
persons inclined to be mentally ill. This 
is not a common reaction, and not at all 
likely to occur with lipo-adrenal cortex. 


Wouldn’t it be wonderful if one or more 
injections of these hormones (ACTH, in. 
sulin, cortisone, lipo-adrenal cortex, tes- 
tosterone) would last several weeks? 
Think how pleasant it would be for those 
who have to take daily injections of these 
hormones so they may live in reasonable 
comfort, or even live at all. One of the most 
difficult problems today is to find a satis. 
factory method of prolonging the action 
of hormones. Surely, the diabetic would 
welcome a “shot” of insulin that would 
last for more than 24 hours. How about 
the arthritic who must take his daily in- 
jection of ACTH or cortisone; or the un- 
fortunate with Addison’s disease who must 
take lipo-adrenal cortex if he wants to 
live at all? 

Investigation, research, and clinical re- 
ports make no mention of these hormones 
causing sterility. 

With each vial of ACTH or lipo-adrenal 
cortex sold for medical use are some def 
inite cautions that certain diseases or dis-| 
ease conditions are aggravated by the use 
of these hormones, There is no mention 
of sterility or greater physical stamina re 
sulting from the use of these hormones. 

Lipo-adrenal cortex is a product con 
taining natural and synthetic hormones, 
the same as those secreted by the adrenal 
cortex. It is used in humans for Addison’s 
disease, adrenal failure in new born babies, 
adrenal exhaustion from prolonged stress§. 
or infection, adrenal failure in old people, 
and other diseases characterized by the 
need for adrenal hormones. Lipo-adrenalfi 
cortex is used on sick people, old people, 
and infants. Do you think they get 4 
“hopped” reaction every time a dose is 
given? 

These cautions or warnings (notations as 
found on many bottles of drugs) are con- 
stant reminders that drugs misused, of 
in the hands of unqualified persons, could 
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be dangerous. You will find these warn- 
ings on all drugs of a certain classification 
from headache tablets to lipo-adrenal 
cortex. 

It may be of interest to note that the 
findings of our medical men are not in 
accord with some of the beliefs existing at 
the race track. 

“Dr. Campos and co-workers observed 
that an injection of adrenalin (Epine- 
phrine) in dogs before a run had no favor- 
able effect upon performance! A large 
dose of adrenalin caused excitement and 
a decrease in capacity for work.” From 
personal experience, I can substantiate 
this experiment in horses. 

On the matter of vitamins, let us accept 
the known facts. Body function and phys- 
ical fitness are lowered when there is a 
prolonged absence of vitamins. Vitamins 
are indispensable to normal existence. 
“There is no adequate evidence that ex- 
cess Vitamin supply would increase athletic 
performance.”

STUD NEWS 


A Tesio Star for the U. S. 


Lou Doherty was back in New York this 
week after a quick trip to Europe. He 
landed with the announcement that he 
had purchased from the Razza Dormello- 
Olgiata the young stallion Daumier, one 
of the brightest stars ever developed by 
Federico Tesio, Italy’s master horseman 
for more than half a century. 

In midsummer Doherty and Edward 
Lasker. of Los Angeles, had obtained an 
option on the horse, acting through the 
Fasig-Tipton Company and the British 
Bloodstock Agency. Leslie Combs II joined 
in the syndicate. and it was for the account 
of the three that the purchase was made 
after Doherty had seen the stallion and 
his first crop of foals at the Tesio stud on 
Lake Maggiore. The syndicate will be 
enlarged to include other breeders. The 
horse is to be flown to the U. S, and will 
stand at the Stallion Station, Lexington. 
under Doherty’s direction. 

Daumier will be the first distinguished 
runner Tesio has let go to the U. S. He 
has not hesitated to sell top-class stock to 
English and Irish buyers. Nearco and 
his half-brother Niccolo Dell’Arca and 
Donatello IL already have been successful 
in England, and Tenerani. Torbido, Naka- 
muro, Naucide, Nicolaus. and Nomellini 
are more recent importations, Tesio’s stud

Donatella, foaled in 1939, was among 
the best of the wartime fillies in Italy. 
Her seven wins included the Gran Cri- 
terium, and she was head of the 2-year-old 
free handicap in 1941. She has also pro- 
duced high-class runners in Duccio, Del- 
aroche, and De Dreux. The second and 
third dams were outstanding classic-win- 
ning runners and producers, Delleana’s 
offspring including Donatello II. The 
fourth dam, Dutch Mary, a good producer, 
was by William the Third out of the noted 
race mare Pretty Polly. 

Daumier ran five times as a 2-year-old 
without defeat, his victories including the 
Criterium Nazionale, Gran Criterium, and 
the all-age Premio Chiusura, which he 
won by six lengths. At three he won eight 
of his ten starts and finished second in the 
Premio Chiusura and third in the Gran 
Premio d'Italia. His victories included the 
Premio Emanuele Filiberto, Italian Derby 
and St. Leger. and Premio del Jockey 
Club. A resolute front-runner, he won at 
distances from six furlongs to 134 miles 
(3.000 meters) and by margins up to a 
dozen lengths. His earnings were 23,370,- 
000 lire. He distinguished himself for 
soundness, as Tesio. now in his eighties, 
is still one of the “hardest” trainers in the 
world. 


Crafty Admiral Retiring 


Charfran Stable’s Crafty Admiral, 1952 
“horse of the year” in the handicap divi- 
sion, will be retired to the stud in 1954. 
He will stand at the Drymon and Metz 
Farm on the Lane Allen Road just out- 
side Lexington, at a fee of $1,000 for a 
live foal. His book will be under the su- 
pervision of Joe Metz, who expects him 
to arrive at the farm about November 1. 
The horse will stand as the property of 
the Charfran Stable. under whose colors 
he won all but $10.350 of the more than 
$400.000 credited to him thus far. 

Foaled June 6, 1948, Crafty Admiral is 
a brown son of Fighting Fox (by *Sir 
Gallahad III) and Admiral’s Lady, by 
War Admiral, second dam Boola Brook, 
by *Bull Dog (brother to *Sir Gallahad 
III). Thus far he is the best horse bred 
by Harry F. Guggenheim, and he was in 
the one crop of yearlings Mr. Guggenheim 
has sold by auction. Hugh A, Grant bought 
him for $6,500 at a sale at Belmont Park 
in September, 1949. 

As a 2-year-old Crafty Admiral won 
three races and placed second to *North- 
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ern Star in the United’States Hotel Stakes. 
He ran only once at three, in August, and 
later in the year was sold for a reported 
price of $14,000, becoming the first horse 
owned by the Charfran Stable. 

He won his first race under the new 
colors and in a few months superseded 
Spartan Valor as the year’s most suc- 
cessful handicap runner. He was the lead- 
ing money winner of any age in 1952, 
earning $277,225. He won nine of his 16 
races during the year, was second four 
times, and third once. His victories in- 
cluded six handicaps under stakes condi- 
tions, among which the richest were the 
Washington Park and Brooklyn Handicaps. 

This year Crafty Admiral, always carry- 
ing high weights, has added another $135,- 
675 to his earnings, bringing his total to 
$423,250. During the Florida season he 
won Hialeah Park’s Royal Palm and Mc- 
Lennan Handicaps, and in March won the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap for the second 
year in succession, running the 114 miles 
in 2:0044 under 128 pounds. He has started 
only four times since the close of the Flor- 
ida season. His most recent effort was at 
Belmont Park September 26, when he 
carried top weight of 125 pounds and 
easily won the nine-furlong New York 
Handicap. 

At the Drymon and Metz Farm, Crafty 
Admiral will join the stallions Education 
and With Pleasure. 


Greek Ship to Crown Crest 


When Brookmeade Stable’s Greek Ship 
had finished winning his four-year total 
of $312,050 in 1952, the horse was sent 
to Kentucky and plans made to syndicate 
him. A first test of his apparent fertility 
gave a doubtful result. The syndication 
plans were set aside and the horse was 
sent to Brookmeade Farm at Upperville, 
Va., where, during the 1953 breeding sea- 
son, he got 18 out of 21 mares in foal, 
including a test mare. 

On the basis of this record, Brookmeade 
has reinstituted its original plan to syn- 
dicate the stallion. Howard Reineman, 
owner of the up-and-doing new Crown 
Crest Farm at Lexington, announced this 
week that Greek Ship was expected to 
arrive at Crown Crest within the next 
two weeks to continue his stud service. 
The horse will stand at a fee of $1,000 a 
live foal, and a small syndicate will be 
formed, with Brookmeade and Crown Crest 
among the larger shareholders, Mr. Reine- 
man said. 

Of the thirty shares, “about three- 
fourths” already have been taken. A barn- 
full of Brookmeade mares are boarded at 
Crown Crest, and several of these will be 
on Greek Ship’s book. 

Bred by Harrie B. Scott at Shandon 
Farm, Lexington, Greek Ship is a brown 
horse, foaled in 1947, by *Heliopolis out 
of the Man o’ War mare Boat, a noted 
producer, dam also of the stakes winners 
Sky Ship, Rampart, and Noble Hero. The 


ofispring of Boat had earned a total of 
$655,207 through 1952 and had an earn- 
ings index of 9.60. Her yearling filly by 
Roman sold at Keeneland’s summer sale 
for $59,000, highest yearling price of 1953. 

Greek Ship was a stakes winner in each 
of the four years he raced. His best sea- 
son was in 1950 as a 3-year-old, when he 
won the Louisiana Derby, Metropolitan 
Handicap. Monmouth Handicap, Choice 
Stakes, and Empire City’s Gold Cup and 
was second in five other important stakes,

been sold by Greentree Farm to Peter 
Jay. owner of Windmill Farm, Havre de 
Grace.

Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir purchased

late in his 2-year-old season. 

*Northern Star’s later stakes wins in- 
cluded the Select. Rumson, and Carter 
Handicaps. His earnings were $122,925. 


TRACKS & MEETINGS 


. Slow Going at Las Vegas 


After a three-week pause to install new 
totalizator equipment. Las Vegas reopen- 
ed September 26. The layoff apparently 
did not create any more horse-bettors in 
Las Vegas. 

Las Vegas had only two days of racing 
last week end, but the track plans to re- 
sume its four-days-a-week schedule on 
October 2. On September 26, the 5,107 
fans bet only $211,077 on ten races. The 
next day, 5.271 attended and they bet 
$214,207 on the same number of races. 

Track officials previously had announced 
that an average daily handle of $300,000 
would be necessary for the track to break 
even, However. no purse reduction has 
been announced. 

The track has filed a $1.075.000 damage 
against Automatic Totalization Ltd., an 
Australian firm which installed the total- 
izator at Las Vegas. 

Because of a court agreement, Las Vegas 
was forced to use the Australian equip- 
ment, which, the track claims, broke down 
completely during the first four days of 
racing, Racing had to be suspended for 
three weeks while equipment of the Amer- 
ican Totalisator Company was installed. 

For between-races income, Las Vegas 
obtained approval from the Nevada Tax 
Commission to install 165 slot machines. 

For the third time, the Las Vegas 
Jockey Club has been denied its applica- 


tion to hire Webb Everett, prominent West 
Coast racing official. The organization must 
obtain court approval before it can hire 
Everett. 

Federal Judge Roger Foley denied the 
application because “you don’t have to” 
have a public accountant to see the over. © 
head could become so heavy the organiza. | 
tion would fail . . . and the stockholders 7 
would not receive a nickel.” Las Vegas 
had proposed to hire Everett as presiding — 
steward and director of racing for a) 
salary of $18,000 for the three months that 
the track will operate. z 

Immediately after Judge Foley’s deci. 
sion was announced, Clement L. Hirsch, 
vice president of the Las Vegas Jockey 
Club, said that he has hired Everett as an” 
unsalaried director of racing. 


Suspension and Suit 


Trainer Ike Weil has been indefinitely | 
suspended by the Illinois Racing Board 
on a charge of running the filly Loving 7 
Lady on September 1 “while under the? 
influence of a stimulant.” Although the 
suspension is termed indefinite, board 
members said it would run at least a year, 

John J. Phillips, who represented Weil 
at the hearing. said he would ask for a 
temporary injunction against the board’s 
ruling and that he was preparing to file” 
an appeal in either superior or circuit 
court. 

Weil already has filed a $250.000 dam. 
age suit in Chicago’s Superior Cour 
against the stewards at Washington Park, 
officials of the Chicago Biological Re 
search Laboratory. where the saliva and 
urine of horses at Chicago tracks are 
tested. and the Illinois state veterinarian, 
Dr. Warren Skinner. No date has been set 
for trial of the suit. 


Eight Races Are Enough 


Gov. Frank J. Lausche of Ohio, who 
recently requested the State Racing Com, 
mission to reduce the number of days 
granted race tracks in the Cleveland area? 
last week had another request. He wants 
the commission to prohibit the running off 
more than eight races a day. 


Critical of 4-3-2.7 


Dwight Murphy, chairman of the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board, indicated last 
week that the board might abandon it™ 
new 4-3-2.7 formula for purse distri- 
bution. 

Mr. Murphy said it was his feeling that 
the formula had satisfied no one, He 
thought the determination of purse policy 
should be a matter of direct negotiation 
between track managements and_ horse.

fact at the first opportunity.

Though the current 3-year-olds have 
presented a confusing picture, none being 
able to win more than one of the major 
classics, the Prix Royal Oak (French St. 
Leger) has confirmed the high ranking of 
the three placed horses, Buisson d’Or, 
Coquelin, and Shikampur. Buisson d’Or 
and Shikampur, third and fourth in the 
Grand Prix de Paris, were first and third 
in the Royal Oak. Seriphos, second in the 
Prix du Jockey Club (Derby). was only 
a good fourth in the Royal Oak. Shikam- 
pur had won the Prix de Chantilly at 
Longchamp, beating the good 4-year-old 
Silnet. 

The Grand Prix de Deauville provided 
no contest for the Rothschild filly Flute 
Enchantee, which had finished second to 
Northern Light in the G. P. de Paris. 
Premonition’s victory over Northern Light 
in the English St. Leger at Doncaster was 
enough to assure a high ranking for the 
son of Precipitation.

Uniform Claiming Rule, Lack of Stalls 


This is the sixth in a series of re- 
ports on a round-table discussion held 
by The Jockey Club and attended by 
18 men representing various phases 
of the Thoroughbred industry. 


“Would a universal claiming rule be de- 
sirable?” 


MR. CASSIDY. I would say definitely 
it would. 

MR. JACOBS. I lose more horses than 
I claim, though. 

MR. CASSIDY. Would a 
claiming rule be good? 

MR. JACOBS. Something that might 
work good in one section might not work 
good in another section. 

MR. CASSIDY. I don’t think it’s quite 
meant that way. It means for instance in 
some states, every horse has to, if he’s 
claimed, regardless of where he finished, 
be advanced 25 per cent for 30 days. 
Some states only require the winner. 
Others provide that the horse not race 
elsewhere until the conclusion of 30 days, 
some don’t. 


MR. PERLMAN. The NASRC has a 
special committee dealing with the uni- 
formity of rules and they are very anxious 
to get uniformity although they haven’t 
made too much progress. But if this com- 
mittee would be in favor of it and if we 
could draw up a recommendation— 

MR. WIDENER. We don’t want to do 
that at this meeting. 


MR. CASSIDY. You think it’s being 
taken care of? 

MR. PERLMAN. I don’t think it is. I 
think they need some guidance, I think if 
a definite proposal would come up before 
them, and if the National Association, 
which itself has no jurisdiction, went on 
record in favor of it, I think there would 
be a reasonable chance that all these com- 
missioners would go back home and pro- 
pose it. 

MR. CASSIDY, I think the topic that we 
discussed a moment ago about a horse 
being claimed by an owner who only has 
a leased horse has partly to do with the 
claiming rule. And I think all of those 
things, if they were discussed and brought 
out and formulated into a practical, sen- 
sible rule and submitted to the National 
Association, it might do some good. 

MR. PERLMAN. The fact is that The 
Jockey Club rules are the foundation of 
our racing rules in this country. And I 
think if the recommendation came from 
The Jockey Club it certainly would get 
more consideration than it would get from 
any other source,

“Why not have a standard form as a 
receipt for owner or trainer of The Jockey 
Club papers deposited at the race track. 
This form could be used as a duplicate 
if the track should lose or destroy the 
original papers.” 

MR. CASSIDY. We do. 

MR. WIDENER. Is that a question sent 
in? 

MR. CASSIDY, It’s a question sent in. 
But we do have a standard receipt. 

MR. HANCOCK. We don’t have in Ken- 
tucky. 

MR. CASSIDY. We do in New York. 
The certificate is deposited, the man gets 
a receipt from the identification depart- 
ment where he files, The registration cer- 
tificates are not surrendered except on re- 
turn of the receipt and if the horse is 
claimed, the new trainer gets the certifi- 
cate and the receipt becomes void. Other- 
wise that receipt is good if he went to the 
next track here. 

MR. HANCOCK. We don’t have any- 
thing like that at home. A man takes his 
registration certificates in to the secretary 
and there’s nothing returned. 

MR. CASSIDY. That’s a local problem, 
If you like we'll give you some of our 
forms. I'll see that you get them, 

MR. LUSSKY. I’m speaking about Ken- 
tucky, not New York, but if a disastrous 
fire were to occur in the secretary’s office 
and destroy all of those certificates in the 
secretary’s office, if a trainer or owner has 
that receipt from the secretary, and his 
original papers are destroyed for one rea- 
son or another in the secretary’s office.

MR. RYAN. Just pick up the paper 
any day and you'll see $100, $300, or $200 
sires. 

MR. HANCOCK, How many mares do 
they get, though? 

One of them could take care of the 
mares they all get. 

MR. RYAN. They’re still breeding them. 
Just pick up any copy of the Morning 
Telegraph and look at the many sires that 
have no license to be standing. 

MR. HANCOCK. That’s not going to 
cut down the number of foals. 

MR. RYAN. It may give a man an in- 
centive if he thinks he’s going to get three 
pounds to cut a gingerbread 2-year-old 
instead. 

MR. HANCOCK. Anyone who has mares 
is going to breed them. It will improve 
your stallions, but it won’t do anything 
for your over-production. Of course I don’t 
agree with you that there is any over- 
production, 

MR. RYAN. You don’t come up against 
the stall situation. 

MR. CASSIDY. Maybe it’s underproduc- 
tion of stalls. 

MR. PERLMAN. I think the main prob- 
lem of course is not in the summertime. 
It’s the fact that far too many horses want 
to race in the wintertime. In Florida they 
make so many stalls available, you take 
Hialeah it runs for 40 days, 9 races a day. 
that’s 360 races, multiplied by 10 horses a 
race, makes 3,600. That’s about the number 
of horses you’ve got there. You’ve got 
about one race for each horse, it’s ridic- 
ulous. Bob Read made a speech at the 
National Association. He figured out that 
there were 2,500 horses in Florida, which 
was less than there really were, and he fig- 
ured out on that basis the number of purses 
—but who tells these guys to go there? 
Why should a man go to a race in a place 
that he knows he can’t get many starts? 
But they go there for reasons of their own. 


MR. RYAN. You take an owner who 
has a male beast, which has a pedigree, 
and may have a chance to be a stud, he’s 
going to leave him entire. But some horse 
by Cigarette Package out of Bull Durham 
that has no pedigree. that he buys at a 
yearling sale—and there are many 
throughout the country, not only your se- 
lected sales at Keeneland but many other 
sales around the country, California, 
Maryland, and other places, every yearling 
that goes in those rings will be sold, $100, 
$150, $250, whatever it may be. And some 
of them have terrible pedigrees and you 
know and I know that very few of them 
are going to turn out to be decent race- 
horses, and yet some of them will find their 
way to some stud and will breed on, So 
we multiply this bad breeding program. I 
think it may possibly cut down some of 
this bad breeding. It may not have much 
effect, but it may cut it down.
